For her he 
would do anything and when 
her boy (riend—my bete noir, 
Farley Granger—gctte tumself 
into a spot of trouble with tho 
law, Quinn arranges his release 
frum prison so that they can 
muury. 


As so offten happens, his 
interference brings nothing but 
misery und more violence and 
the end Is Inevitable. 

To be fair, Farley Granger is 
better than usual. Although his 
sulky pout is as much in 
evidence ag ¢ver, he makes a 
genuine attempt to get into tho 
role of. the ambitious, ungrateful 
little hoodlum who tums on his 
uLenefactor, 

It Is Anthony Quinn's picture 
however, and I felt quite sorry 
to seo him mect oa typical 
gangster-like fate 

The Empire have given them- 
Selves over to a stage show this 
week-end, but are coming back 
into the picture fleld with the 
Joseph Cotten, Joan Fontaine 
romance “Sept Affair". 
After that It will be an Indian 
picture “Aladdin and His 
Lamp”.

to be a film reviewer who 
spends all day at the 
cinema’, 

My pet aversions are these 
costumed pseudo epics that 
batter the cyes and cars with 
harsh colour and car splitting 
music, yet leave even the most 
exposed brain cell unassaulted., 
My compulsory visit ‘1o such 
affairs can be compared to a 
call om the dentist. 

However, that is just per- 
sonal taste and with a firm 
grip on the fact that a critic’s 
job is to review a film fairly 
and = criticise constructively, 
lot's look at “Land of the 
Pharaohs,” z 

As it is meant to be specta- 
cular, does it succeed? I think 
it does. The press book tells 
mo that 11,600 people of 19 
different nationalities were 
involved in the production, and 
I must admit that although I 
personally became bored with 
watching thousands of fellahcen 
chipping, hauling and groaning 
over o period of 30 years, it, 
as one British comedian used 
to say, “makes you think!”

Sho rolled her cycs, wiggled her 
hips, and swayed on ber wicked 
way ns though this was the 
most [tmportant role of her 
curcer, Which brings us back 
to the visual aspect of “Land of 
the Pharnohs”. 


THE BEST SCENE 


The scene I found most effec- 
ttve was ut the very end. The 
Pharaoh hus been Killed and 
Nellif¢r, hia second wife, having 
disposed of his first wife (uw 
part played with a simple 
dignity contrasting with the 
iest of the cast, by Kerima) Is 
burying him with all ceremony 
in his pyramid. While she ly 
preening herself in the tomb, 
imagining all the delights that 
will be hers now that she ts 
Queen of Egypt, the com- 
plicated mechanisin walling up 
the pyramid is set in motion and 
one by one the immense blocks 
of stone thunder down their 
sJoping tunnels sealing her in, 
This was worth the whole of 
the rest of the film put together. 


Truly Hilarious 


“Doctor At Sea” is one 
long howl from start to 
finish. 

There are so many hilarious 
situations that It is dificult to 
imow where to start on a dk- 
‘scription of some of the more 
humorous ones, 

James Robertson Justice Is in 
his clement, of course, as the 
Irasciblo Merchant Navy cap- 
tain who thinks women art 
“unscamanlike and unncocssary"’ 
and naturally when he ts roar- 
Ing his head off at the mis- 
fortune ar o rival captain in 
baving the Chairman of the 
Line’s frivolous and autocratic 
deughter ag a passenger, we 
just know that she is going to 
be transferred to his ship, 

But the central character ts 
the young doctor whom we first 
met in “Doctor in the House’’—

him to his midnight couch. 

Father perforce arrives on 
the scene, suspects and hopes 
for the worst, and to escape the 
altar Dirk Bogarde signs on as 
a doctor in the Merchant Navy. 

Rich and varied are the

TO HELP YOU HIT 


THE BASKET OFTEN 


By JAY WORTHINGTON 


HERE are only two basic 
shots, really, in basket- 
ball: the shot under: the 
backboard, and the shot 
from out on the floor. The 
fewer different shots you 
practise, the more often you 
will hit the net. 
The commonest shet under 
the backboard is called the 
lay-up. Jump off your left

foot, if you shoot with your 
Tight hand, and simply “lay” 
the ball against the backboard 
at the top of your jump.

The lay-up is the most de- 
pendable shot in basketball, 
which is why 50 many plays are 
built around it.
